Lacking radio, neon lights: nnd
newspapers, the ancients -had”to
rely on the appeal of quality of
goods,

For example, ln the case' of
vases, the signature of the artist
was .considered a measure of its
quality. A ~vase made and

signed by a ‘noted craftsman
sold at a higher price than ordi-
nary vases,

Dr.* Amyx comments ‘on ad-

vertising practices among  the

Greeks in a new publication of
the University of California
Press entitled An Amphora With
a Price Inscription.” ' The publi-
cation is a detailed study. of a
vase from the Hearst collectlon
at San Simeon.

‘The vase from the 6th centiiry,
has a price inscription on its
surface..
